A reduction in ihc Xarberth tax rate 
from 19 to 18 mills and a tentative ap- 
propriation budget of .$85,225 for the 
year 1931 were included in ordinances 
passed on first reading by the Borough 
Council on Monday night. 

This tentative cut in the tax rate, 
which must be passed at second and 
third readings at the January meeting 
of Council, was made possible by an 
equalization of assessments in the tri- 
ennial assessment made during the past 
summer by the real estate assessor and 
by the most careful scrutiny of pro- 
posed expenditures for the coming 
year. 

The Finance Committee of Council, 
consisting of Clarence Kaeber, chair- 
man: C. \V. Dates and Robert F. 
Wood, made the following statement in 
connection with the 19.31 budget and 
tax rate: 

"In submitting a tentative appro- 
priation budget covering the necessary 
expenditures to economically and effi- 
ciently administer the borough's affairs 
during the year of 1931, and in reconi- 
Miending the tax rate as referred to 
later, your Finance Committee desires 
to record the following comments. 

"Fach item appearing in this budget 
has been carefully checked and if it 
were not for the splendid co-operation 
which the Finance Committee has re- 
ceived- at the hands of the chairmen 
of the several committees who will 
ultimately he responsible for the dis- 
bursement of these funds, it would not

Cemeteries Vs. Memorial Parks Is Subject of 

Impromptu Debate at Rotary Luncheon 



The experience of Bishop Manning 
last Sunday had its counterpart on the 
Main Line Tuesday at the meeting of 
the Bala-Cynwyd-Narbcrth Rotary- 
Club. The subject, however, was not 
companionate marriage, but the more 
sedate one of graveyards. 

The speaker. John Ramey, had con- 
cluded a brief talk on the growth of 
memorial parks. He had told of how 
cemeteries had been taken over, the 
monuments removed, and little brass 
plates substituted. He had told of 
how 300 of these memorial parks had 
been started. 

At the close of the speech James P. 
Carroll, cemetery memorial man of 
Pencoyd, jumped to his feet. "May 
I ask the speaker a question or two?" 
he said. The chairman looked appre- 
hensive, and Mr. Ramey rose. 

"Where would historians be without 
the records of cemetery memorials?" 
he asked. The speaker stood by the 



idea of the bronze name plate. "And 
isn't it true that of the 300 memorial 
parks, some seventy per cent, have 
gone bust and been taken over by the 
cities?" The chairman stopped the de- 
bate, but after all the members had 
warmed up their cars and driven away, 
Mr. Ramey and Mr. Carroll were to 
be seen vigorously discussing the top- 
ic, while Conrad Albrecht. chairman of 
the meeting, stood by with hat in hand. 

The ideas back of the memorial 
parks, Mr. Ramey said in his talk, are 
the advantages of economy and unified 
planning. "Build a cemetery for the 
living, rather than for the dead," he 
urged. 

He contrasted sad, neglected grave- 
yards with the scene of quiet, attrac- 
tive burial parks, laid out for public 
use with pools and fountains. The 
idea, he said, started in Marshalltown, 
la., spread to California, and later to 
the F.ast.

tor. Out of a total of 2114 pupils, 694 j 
or 33 1-3 per cent, have had their ton- [ 
sils out. Of about 1420 still having j 
tonsils, there are only 182 with tonsils | 
so hypertrophicd and diseased that they j 
need attention. These figures include , 
the Kindergarten pupils who have 
never been examined before. [ 

"There are 81 cases with defective j 
vision and about 101 pupils now wear- j 
ing glasses. This means that only 2.8 
per cent need to be corrected. There 
are only 24 pupils with defective hear- 
ing, and none with serious defects in 
both ears. 

"Follow up work is already in prog- 
ress. Five pupils have been fitted with 
glasses and six have had their tonsils 
out in response to notices." 

In the report of Dr. Martin, who 
conducts the medical inspections in the 
Ashland, Merion, Bala and Cynwyd 
schools, and also in the high schools, 
less than 13 per cent, have enlarged or 
diseased tonsils. Only eight pupils

Interesting Facts on Merion Meeting House 
Included in Charles Hires' Historical Sketch 



A brief article published recently in 
one of the Main Line community 
weeklies on the Merion Meeting 
House, Montgomery Avenue. Nar- 
berth, brought forth a historical sketch 
of the old Quaker house of worship 
which was compiled by Charles II. 
Hires, of Haverford, one of the mem- 
bers of its Board. 

Mr. Hires' account is as follows: 
The Welsh Friends who established 
this Meeting first came to this coun- 
try in the ship "Lyon" in 1682. It 
came up the Schuylkill as far as pos- 
sible. The passengers then left the 
vessel and walked to what is now Pen- 
coyd, settling for some miles in and 
around the country. The land occu- 
pied by these Friends included the 
ground on which the Merion Meeting 
House now stands. These Friends 
were the founders of the Merion Meet- 
ing. Merion was named for their be- 
loved home land across the sea from 
Meriontheshire. a county of North 
Wales, named after a prince who had 
ruled there over 1000 years ago. 

From this rugged part of the old 
world came these serious, trusting 
people; persecuted in their own coun- 
try, they sought peace and freedom 
here, a blessing in which they were 
not disappointed, and which their de- 
scendants to this day enjoy. It is said 
they worshiped under a tent at first 
until a log cabin was built, some 200 
feet east of the present budding, in 
which the meeting was held, until the 
present stone building was built in 
1695. This was repaired and plastered 
in 1829-30. It has always been re- 
gretted that the old stones were plas- 
tered over. . . . 
The Meeting House is m an excel- 
lent state of preservation and is well 
cared for from the funds with which it 
has been endowed by a number of its 
friends who have come and gone, and 
who worshiped here during the two 
and a quarter centuries that have 
passed. William Penn worshiped 
here as have many other noted men 



of these days of the Quaker faith. On 
the grounds are venerable, old trees 
and an ancient horse block, the sur- 
vival of days long gone by. 

The graveyard of the Merion 
Friends' Meeting, just east of the 
present house, is protected from 
trespassers by a stone wall surmount- 
ed bv an iron fence. 

Passing through the iron gates at 
the Meeting House and going through 
the long, straight, pebbled walk, we 
find 1hat the markers with the simple 
legends they bear are difficult to read. 
There are only about 225 graves thus 
marked, which is a very small per- 
centage of the thousands of people 
here interred, as in many cases there 
are one above the other. The first 
burial at the Friends' Merion Meeting 
House graveyard, of which we have a 
record, is Catherine Reese, who died 
Kighth Month 23d. 1682, daughter of 
Fdward Reese (of Wales). 

The Minutes of the meeting held as 
earlv as the year 1684 are still pre- 
served. In the Minutes kept by women 
Friends we have "8 shillings paid for 
cleaning the Merion Meeting House" 
in 1693, and for several successive 
vears there are similar entries. 

On the 19th of Third Month, in the 
vear 1693. in solemn assembly at the 



The Lower Merion High School 
Hand, which has been acclaimed as the 
best playing and marching band in the 
state, is now preparing for its concert 
season.

the Meeting loft about 1820-30. It is 
said that this portion of the Meeting 
House was not added until the nine- 
teenth century. 

Some very interesting incidents are 
chronicled concerning the Meeting 
House property. It is said that the 
first settlers' access to the Meeting in 
the earlv Colonial days was by bridle 
paths then existing from the highways 
of the adjoining townships. 

Hugh Roberts, a dear friend of Wil- 
liam Penn, at whose house Penn often 
stopped, presented the Meeting with 
a handsome sun dial, which was placed 
in front of the House, but near enough 
to the road so that the people could 
sec and read it from the roadside. It 
stood there until the Revolutionary 
War, when it was confiscated on ac- 
count of the large amount of lead it 
contained. 

It is claimed that it was taken by 
the American soldiers and made into 
bullets. It seems rather odd when we 
reflect that this kindly gift of Hugh 
Roberts probably caused the death of 
manv British soldiers. 

The paths through the woods in 
these earlv days were made by the 
Indians. When the Meeting House 
was erected there were no public high- 
ways, communication between the 
houses, places of business and wor- 
ship being only by these paths. The 
Dutch and Swedes, who were here

long before William Penn, were hardly 
pathfinders, the watv being their only 
means of conveyance. 

It was only when these Welsh 
Friends came over and William Penn 
arrived that road building began. 

The horseway is first mentioned 
when the pack horses with sacks, wal- 
lets and baskets or panniers was the 
mode of transportation. Five hundred 
pack horses have been seen at one 
time. The pack horses were generally 
led in divisions of twelve or fifteen 
horses. They carried about 200 pounds 
weight each. They went single file, 
being managed by two men, one going 
before as the leader and the other at 
the tail end to see after the safety of 
the packs. 

We find that early in the eighteenth 
century the court confirmed the laying 
out of a road from Merion Friends' 
Meeting House to Middle Ferry on the 
Schuylkill, crossing to High Street, 
now Market, Street, which was no 
doubt the first of the old road to Lan- 
caster. We find in later years other 
parts of this road to Lancaster being 
built. The old road was built on the 
Indian trail that led to Lancaster from 
the Delaware River. This old Lan- 
caster Road is now Montgomery Pike. 
"I love the old Meeting Houses, how 

my heart 
Goes out to these dear silent homes of 

Prayer, 
With all their quietude and rustic 

charm; 
Their loved associations from old days; 
Their tranquil and pathetic solitude; 
Their hallowed memories!" 

The Meeting House is open every 
Firstday morning for worship at 11 
o'clock. For the past two years a 
greatly increased interest has been 
taken by its members and friends and 
generally a goodly number meet to 
worship. 

A cordial invitation to visitors and 
a hearty welcome is extended to all.

be possible for the Finance Committee 
to do other than recommend an in- 
crease in our present tax rate, rather 
than a decrease. 

"We have been advised by the bor- 
ough assessor that the triannual as- 
sessment, which covers for the most 
part an equalization of assessments, 
will total as follows: 

"Assessed valuation of improved 
land, $4,631,550; assessed valuation of 
unseated land, $75,995; assessed valua- 
tion of professions, trades and occupa- 
tions for tax purpose, $343,920. 

"This gives us a total of $5,051,405 
gross and subject to any adjustment 
which may he made before the tax 
duplicate is finally turned over to the 
Finance Committee as a basis for tax 
collection. 

"The tentative appropriation budget 
calls for the sum of $85,225 to be ex- 
pended and the committee therefore is 
obliged to recommend a tax rate which 
will raise this sum. 

"None of the funds collected for the 
purpose of meeting interest and sink- 
ing fund requirements on our bonded 
indebtedness can at any time be used 
bv the borough for any other purpose 
whatever, nor has this been done. 

"This will require $14,710, including 
interest on current loans. The next 
largest item is that set aside for the 
use of the Highway Department in col- 
lecting ashes, maintaining sewers, etc., 
and for street improvement, which last 
item has been almost completely elimi- 
nated for the coming year. Following 
this, we have police and fire protection; 
noii'e of these items can be further 
reduced without curtailing the work 
to a point where the affairs of the 
borough would no longer be efficiently 
managed. The tax rate of $1.80 per 
hundred dollars on the basis of the 
total assessments as submitted by the 
assessor will yield $90,926 gross, hro.n 
this must he deducted an estimate ot 
the exoneration to be allowed . during 
the vear of 1931. as well as cash dis- 
counts and expense of collection. 1 Ins, 
we estimate at $7000, which leaves a 
visible net revenue of $83,926. 

- \dditional revenue from other 
sources such as rental of steamroller, 
permits for opening highways, etc.. we 
estimate at $200(1. which makes a total 
of $85,926 to be used to cover an ap- 
propriation budget totaling $85,223. 

•'On the basis of the above, this 
committee recommends that the bor- 
ough tax for the year of 1931 be levied 
at the rate of $1.80 per hundred dollars 
mi the assessed valuation segregated as 
follows:

Library Receives Gift 

of Pictures of Rome 

The Xarberth Library recently re- 
ceived a valuable gift of pictures. Miss 
Rena Kurth. of Xarberth, while spend- 
ing last summer in Rome, remembered 
that the library at home was making 
a collection of pictures for the use ot 
teachers and students in their school 
work, and the thought occurred to her 
that some views of that magnificent 
citv on the Tiber would be of interest 
to "the students of Ancient History. 

In the collection of pictures, pre- 
sented by Miss Kurth, is a view of the 
Coliseum, restored as it was in the 
days of Xcro. There is also a separate 
view of the Amphitheatre, which is 
said to have seated 87,000 persons, and 
was dedicated by Titus in the year 80 
A. D. The picture shows the Arena 
with men and beasts in gladiatorial 
combat, the tiers of seats filled with 
spectators. 

There are four views of the Roman 
Forum, the term applied to the large, 
open, rectangular space in the central 
part of the city, which was the com- 
mon resort of the people for worship, 
for business and for pleasure. The pic- 
tures show the more important temples 
which often served more than a re- 
ligious purpose. The Temple of Con- 
cord was used for meetings of the 
Senate, and that of Saturn was at one 
time the State Treasury. Later the 
space was crowded with buildings and 
monuments. 

The views show the modern city with 
its vast ruins, its statues and monu- 
ments. The columns of the beautiful 
Temple of Castor and Pollux can be 
distinctly seen. One of the chief views 
is the Palace of Tiberius. The Arch 
of Septimus Severns, dating from 203 
A. D.. can also be seen. This is the 
only construction in the city remaining 
practically in perfect condition. To 
the southeast stands the arch of Titus, 
dedicated in the year 81 A. I). F.ast 
of the Arch rises the ruin of the mag- 
nificent Coliseum in the ancient gar- 
dens of X'cro's (ioldcn House. 

These are only a few of the places 
shown that are so intensely interest- 
ing to the student of Ancient History. 
Teachers may borrow these pictures 
to use in their classrooms, and stu- 
dents may examine them in the library.

We Are Individualists No Longer — Must Avoid 

Misunderstandings, Sociologist Tells Woman's Club

A Main Line reader asks for a more 
detailed account of the movements of 
the Continental Army just before it 
went into winter quarters at Valley 
Forge. Albigence Waldo, a surgeon 
with the New England troops, wrote, 
under date of Thursday, December 11, 
1777: "This night camped in a semi- 
circle near the ford" — meaning Swedes 
Ford, to which the army had marched 
from its strong Whitemarsh position, 
east of the Schuylkill. Next day, De- 
cember 12, Colonel John Laurens 
wrote to his father, Henry Laurens, 
President of the Continental Congress, 
then sitting at York, beyond the Sus- 
quehanna: "The want of provisions— 
I could weep tears of blood when I say 
it — rendered it impossible to march; we 
did not march till the evening." 

"I could weep tears of blood when 
I sav it." must have come from the 
very heart of this aide to General 
Washington. Young Laurens, highly 
trained, capable, brilliant indeed, de- 
served a better fate than was his; for, 
after the cessation of arms, he, unaware 
that peace had conic, was killed while 
gallantly fighting, in his home State of 
South Carolina. 

Rut there were other foes along the 
Schtivlkill. in the early winter of 1777, 
than the gnaw of hunger and the bite 
of icy winds. Our troons had intended 
to cross the river at Matson's Ford — 
Washington miscalled it Madison's 
p orc l — when. 1<»! on the western side, 
holding the hilltops overlooking Gulph 
Mill Read, thev spied the redcoats. 
Lord Cornwallis had been paying a 
plundering and pig-sticking visit to 
what is now our Main Line country. 
True, he was returning to town; but 
just now he blocked "the road leading 
'from, the river and the defile called the 

' Guloh." „ , , „ 

"What is understood as the Gulph, 
, wrote our able local historian, the late 
W. S. Baker, "is where the creek 
! passes through the Gulph hill and to 
i effect a passage had cleft it to the 
i base." The mill was about a mile and 
■ a half west of the Schuylkill, and be- 
tween six and seven miles from Valley 
Forge. It was of stone. A mile north 



of the mill stood "Walnut Grove," 
home of Lieutenant-Colonel Isaac 
Hughes, of the Pennsylvania militia — 
a dwelling house put up prior to 1743 
and taken down about 1867. 

Our gallant Laurens, a member of 
Washington's family, wrote from head- 
quarters Gulph Mill: "The army 
crossed the Schuylkill on the 13th (Sat- 
urday), and has remained encamped on 
the heights on this side. Our truly 
republican general has declared to his 
officers that he will set the example of 
passing the winter in a hut himself. 
The precise position is not yet fixed 
upon, in which our huts arc to be con- 
structed; it will probably be determined 
this dav" — that is. Monday, December 
15. 

"Our truly republican general had 
no hut. of course, at the Gulph: he is 
said to have established headquarters 
in the house of Colonel Hughes. 

Tuesday, the 16th, is described by 
Albigence Waldo as a "cold, rainy day 
. . . for the first time we have been 
here the tents were pitched to keep 
the men more comfortable." On De- 
cember 17, General Washington ex- 
pressed his thanks to his officers and 
soldiers and on Thursday, December 
18, there was "a day of Thanksgiving." 
as suggested by Congress. On the 
same day, General Washington gave 
explicit directions for the construction 
of huts. The cantonment was to be at 
Valley Forge; and the hutting was to 
be by brigades. In another letter to 
his father. Colonel Laurens wrote that 
the camp has "been determined this 
day; it must be in such a situationas 
to admit of a bridge of communication 
over the Schuylkill for the protection 
enough from the enemy not to be 
reached in a day's march, and properly 
interposed between the enemy and the 
most valuable part of this country on 
this side of the Schuylkill." 

Finally. Friday, the 19th, we have 
this from the diary of Joseph Clark, 
printed in the Papers of the New Jer- 
sey Historical Society: "The camp 
moved near Valley Forge, where we 
immediately struck up temporary huts 
covered with leaves. In a few days 
we began the building of our log huts." 
Christmas week came heavy snows. 



"Co-operate and correlate your ef- 
forts with those of others, and success

Dr. James Pendleton Lichtenherger, 
Professor of Sociology at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, declared at the 
Bala-Cynwyd Woman's Club meeting 
December 3. 

"The age is complex: we do not 
understand many things ... a 
good deal of thinking is required to 
solve our problems.

"In former times, the individual sup- 
plied his own food, clothing and other 
necessities of life, and was not depend- ' 
cut on others for his needs. Today, : 
social conditions have become so in- 
tricate that the individual buys his liv- | 
ing rather than makes it," Dr. Lich- 
lenbergcr went on. He pointed out i 
that industry has created an involved ■ 
social network in which wage-earners 
and individuals are dependent on or- J 
gauized industry for their necessities. 
"And at present we, as individuals, do 
not know how to correlate our efforts ! 
with those of others. i 

"Under the old regime, all of us 
were taught to be individualists. Man- ; 
kind has not overcome that trait. Many j 
say. 'I'll run my business to suit my- 
self.' and fail to realize that we are 
living in an international world. 

"Formerly, business, education, re- 
ligion and family life were harmoni- 
ous. In modern life their relationships 
are not so smooth; and wc do not un- 
derstand fully enough that this is the 
cause of many controversies. Unem- 
ployment was unknown under the old 
regime and is due to the social and 
economic changes. 

"We are now living," Dr. Lichten- 
herger declared, "in an international 
world, from which the United States 
is no longer isolated nor independent. 
< )urs is an international country and 
will always be considered such. The 
United States could not stay out of the 
last war and will be able to stay out 
of another great conflict only if there 
never is another conflict. 



"As to family life in the old days," 
the speaker went on, "the father was 
the head of the family and his word 
was absolute. Today, family life has 
in-come modernized, and the clinging 
vine often becomes a rambler. Wom- 
an's independence in economic and 
political matters has brought about this 
state of affairs, and she holds her 
place in the family on a basis of equal- 
ity. 

"To be a happy family, both hus- 
band and wife should have a perfect 
understanding: if not. there is nothing 
to do but to separate. ... In spite 
of what is said about modern mar- 
riages, there are many, many happy 
ones." 

Dr. Lichtenherger is a member of 
the American Academy of Political and 
Social Science, since 1912, and is au- 
thor of two books: "Divorce, a Study 
: in Social Causation," and "The De- 
velopment of the Social Theory."

Clearing House for 
Xmas Giving Needed 



Kx- President Roosevelt started a so- 
ciety which he called the S. P. U. G. 
(Society for Prevention of Useless 
(living). There is an opportunity for 
everyone to carry out Mr. Roosevelt's 
idea this Christmas. The Main Line 
Federation of Churches knows in- 
timately the needs of many families 
throughout the year. 

This year there is an unusual demand 
upon the organization. In November 
alone, there were seventy-eight families 
referred for assistance as compared 
with thirty in November of last year. 
These, of course, are in addition to the 
already heavy load being carried by the 
organization. Plans arc being made for 
these families that will necessarily have 
to extend beyond the Christmas sea- 
son. A large number of these people 
are self-respecting men and women, 
who, up to this time, have always been 
self-supporting. Jobs arc really what 
most of them need though, many 
times, there are domestic problems and 
sickness due to unemployment. 

In every community, there is needed 
a clearing house for Christmas giving. 
With so many churches, Sunday 
schools, clubs, fraternities, etc.. giving 
to the poor at Christmas time, 'there is 
danger of the deserving being omitted 
and others receiving more than they 
need. For instance, a year or two ago, 
one family received five baskets from 
different groups. The next day. a doc- 
tor and the visiting nurse had to be 
called. In view of this, the Federation 
of Churches is willing to act as a clear- 
ing house and asks all organizations 
and individuals, desirous of helping 
less fortunate neighbors at Christinas 
j time, to communicate with them. 
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Soldier Dead in Old St. Peter's Church Are 
Unknown and Unsung Heroes of Revolution

The Great Chester Valley, as the 
wide and fertile valley of Valley Creek, 
which nave its name to Valley Forge, 
possesses many other patriotic shrines, 
notable in its Colonial churches. Let 
ns recall three : Old St. David's, Radnor ; 
St. Peter's and the Great Valley Bap- 
list Church, which dates from 1710, and 
was long in charge of the "Fighting 
1 "arson," David Jones, whom the 
British tried hard to get hold of, just 
as they tried to seize his friend and 
loved commander, General Anthony 
Wayne. That was a pair for you — 
hard to heat; and, indeed, never beaten! 
Wayne himself is destined to be lo- 
cally associated through the ages, with 
Old St. David's, concerning which 
Longfellow wrote, in Centennial times: 
"What an image of peace and rest 
Is this little church among its graves!" 
Writing, in 1/08. of "Radnor, or 
Welshtown. in the Welsh Barony of 
40,000 acres, Oldmixon, the historian, 
said that in this place, of fifty families, 
is a congregation of Church of Eng- 
land men; but no settled minister." 
They were mainly Welshmen from the 
original Radnor overseas, and from 
Merioneth: but they represented other 
lands — Waynes, M cores, I 'carets, 
Brookses, Joneses. In front of the 
church door, rest perpetually Judge 
William Moore, of Moore Hall, and 
liis good mate, Williamina, who shared 
his aristocratic bed and board for 
sixty-three years. The Judge departed 
in 1783: and. six months later, died his 
wife. The monument to General 
Wayne contains also an inscription in 
memory of these notabilities of the 
region. The Chester-Delaware County 
line cuts through the churchyard. 
Here meet the townships of Radnor, 
Newton and Kasttown, on the last of 
which was born the hero of the whole 
section — of the whole State, in fact — 
General Anthony Wayne, lie appeared 
on the British Colonial scene, at

Waynesboro, Chester County, in 1745; 
and gave up the ghost on the American 
free-soil he had helped to consecrate 
on the shores of Lake Erie in Decem- 
ber, 1796. 

But we did not mean to dwell upon 

either Parson Jones, who deserves 

whole chapters, or upon Anthony 

Wayne, who deserves whole books; 

what we meant to do, at the start, was 

! to invite attention to an opportunity 

I for the patriotically-inclined in connec- 

| tion with St. Peter's. There was Revo- 

' lutionary hospital service at St. Peter's, 

in the fall of 1777, and in the winter 

land spring of 1778. The various hos- 

j pitals of the Continental Army, dur- 

, ing the Valley Forge encampment, 

1 were at Chester Springs, or Yellow 

Springs, where according to the official 

| report 124 died in the first half of 

i 1778. but those were most difficult and 

i distressing times throughout the rc- 

! gion; and many a church, many a barn, 

I sheltered the poor victims of inade- 

! nuate and unsanitary medical and sur- 

j gical and commissary service. 

I Hence the use of St. Peter's in the 

i Great Valley, probably before the Val- 

j ley Forge camp was thought of. The 

I soldiers succored there may have come 

I limping up, with bloody bruises, from 

Brandywine, or may have come from 

| under the dripping bayonets of "No 

j Flint" Grey at l'aoli; at any rate, they 

were there; and to this day one sees 

a touching sign of them along the 

stone wall of the enclosure where rest 

the bones of the Andersons and Quays 

and other ancient parishioners of St. 

Peter's. 

The mound of soldier dead is hardly 
a mound. It is close to the wall; and 
the visitor, with a bit of imagination, 
at once sees a glory-flash and feels a 
thrill. Here they arc, then — lost 
heroes, unproclaimed; perhaps twenty 
or more, the very men who did our 
fighting for us in the real crisis of our 
fate. No doubt the church records 
might reveal the identity of some of 
them; hut, as it stands, they are the 
Unknown of Old St. Peter's.

in the Lower Merion Police Force 



Friday the 13th Was No 
Hoodoo for Sergeant Brown 

The sixth of a series of articles to 

introduce the members of Lower 

Merion's splendid police force to our 

readers. 

By ROllEHT M. CAMEHON 

Some superstititious souls might 
consider it bad luck to start a new- 
job on Friday, the 13th, but this date 
in March of 1924 was no ill omen for 
Walter T. Brown. It marked the be- 
ginning of his connection with the 
Lower Merion police force and the 
bringing nearer to realization of a boy- 
hood dream to become a detective. 
For two years later, on November 15, 
1926, to be exact, Brown was appointed 
investigating sergeant of the depart- 
ment. 

More arrests are made in Lower 
Merion, exclusive of those for viola- 
tion of the motor vehicle laws, by 
Sergeant Brown than by any other 
man in the force. He serves all war- 
rants, and subpoenas, and in conjunc- 
tion with Lieutenant "l'atsy" Mullin 
docs all the investigating work. 

The making of an arrest is only the 
beginning of Sergeant Brown's work. 
If the crime is a robbery the stolen 
goods must be recovered, and when 
the prisoners are held for court, the 
evidence must be prepared to secure 
conviction if possible. During the past 
year Sergeant Brown spent thirteen 
weeks in court, testifying in cases in 
which he had made arrests or secured 
evidence. 

In all the arrests he has made, 
Brown recalled only two in which he 
had any trouble. "One of them," he 
said, "was a man in West Manayunk 
on whom 1 served a warrant. The 
fellow said I'd have to catch him first 
and he ran upstairs to his bedroom. 
I was close behind and stuck my foot 
in the door just as he tried to close it. 
We had a tussle for a bit but he came 
along." The other was a man so in- 
toxicated the sergeant had to carry 
him out on his back. 

Sergeant Brown is in lov.e with his 
job. "It's never monotonous," he said, 
"as there is something new coming up 
all the time. Court work gets a bit 
dull at times, but then cases pile up 
in the meantime and I have plenty to 
do." 

Third degree methods have never 
been favored by Sergeant Brown in 
obtaining confessions from prisoners. 
"You always get a lot farther, even in 
such work, bv treating people decent- 
lv," he said. "There's a case I recall 
a couple of years ago when I was able 
to obtain a confession from a young 
fellow we had arrested here which 
cleaned up a series of drug store hold- 
ups in various cities, merely by getting 
on the right side of him. We had 
him on suspicion only, but I had a 
hunch he was implicated in the series 
of holdups, the last of which was at 
52d and Lancaster Avenue in Philadel- 
phia. He wasn't the sort of fellow 
who was cut out for a stick-up man. 
He asked me if I couldn't get him 
something good to eat, as he wasn't 
1 said I would, so I went home and 
my wife cooked a good hot meal which
